Swift Shift from 
Europe to Pacific 
May Speed Victory 


Washington, Feb. 
1.—(AP)— 


Prospects of a speedier end of the 
Japanese war 
developed 
today 


with disclosure of a plan for a 
quick shift of troops from Europe 
to the Pacific dice Germany is de- 
feated. 


Under . this'system, which was 


described by high sources, troops 
in Europe will leave the bulk of 
their equipment on the continent 
and then re-arm in the Pacific 
with equipment piled up there 
from this country. 


This could mean a savings of 


months in throwing the full weight 
of American forces against the 
Japanese. 


The,plan will add to war costs, 


require a continuation of a high- 
rate of production and postpone 
the'day. of reconversion. 


On the other hand, it was point- 


ed out that it would nieari the sav- 
ings of perhaps thousands of lives 
that might otherwise be lost -in 
a prolonged campaign. 


Other Factors 


Two other factors undoubtedly 


figured in the adoption of the 
plan: 


1. A scarcity of shipping to 


handle the tons and tons of equip- 
ment; and 2, the war against Ja- 
pan is moving along months ahead 
of schedule while the European 
war is lagging, narrowing the time 
available to shift European forces 
to achieve the greatest 
benefit 


from their use in the Pacific. 


While it was not disclosed What 


equipment would, be left behind, 
trucks, 
construction 
equipment 


and perishable goods presumably 
would he included. All of these 
could be used in the rehabilitation 
of France, Italy, Belgium and Hol- 
land.

Japan. For .example, fewer than a 
dozen divisions have been identi- 
fied as participating in the Luzon 
invasion-—one of . the biggest Pa- 
cific operations so far. 


Forty or more divisions are now

self, one of the chief defenses of 
the German capital, was reached 
by the swift soviet punches rapidly 
spreading the fires of war to ^ 
heart of the Reich, said German 
broadcasts.

Practical Retribution 


The recapture of Clark Field on 


Luzon, like the recapture of Guam, 
brought a dramatic climax of ret- 
ribution to our steady advance in 
the Pacific war. It avenged in 
part the savage, stealthy Jap at- 
tack of Dec. 8, 1841, which de- 
stroyed planes- and pilots and 
helped hasten the fall of Manila. 


But the field's recapture is of 


practical as well as dramatic val- 
ue. It provides a springboard for 
air operations which will seal the 
Japs' fate in Manila. 
And with 


Manila retaken, one of our great 
supply and repair problems will 
be solved. 


Thus ' far 
our Pacific supply 


problem has been complicated by 
some ships which had no equip- 
ment for unloading onto lighters 
offshore. 
For that reason it was 


necessary to send them to Hawaii 
or Australia and there transfer 
cargo to other vessels. 


With Manila Bay's, deep water 


and port facilities, many miles and 
much labor will be saved. And of 
course it will also give us an in- 
valuable base for naval operations 
against the China coast and Jap- 
anese islands. Now with a bomb- 
er base almost in Manila's out- 
skirts, the prize is within reach, 


Arming the French 


Gen. 
Brehon B. Somervell has 


sent the encouraging word from 
Paris that there is not at present 
any supply shortage on the West- 
ern Front. But this is not a sig- 
nal to relax efforts to improve our 
manpower supply and utilization, 
or to think that ^supply problems 
are definitely licked. 


They cannot approach solution 


until we have made good our com- 
mitment • to equip and supply a 
large force of French troops. In 
the last war the bulk of Ameri- 
can munitions and much of our 
equipment was provided by the 
French. .Now the procedure must 
be reversed in the same interest of 
mutual help. 


The rapid equipment of a French 


army "will relieve the American 
load in the west, and surely make 
the war shorter and less costly. 
The French are ready and impa- 
tiently willing to fight. Their part 
m Germany's defeat is an obliga- 
tion of honor and national'. pride. 
By every consideration of sym- 
pathy and .realism, we should help 
them meet that obligation.

Rushing production to meet the 


estimated needs at east and west 
coast sailing1 points, the volunteer 
production workers of Lee county 
chapter are putting in many hours 
to complete in record time the 
quota of 1.295 kit bags which were 
accepted for the period ending 
the last o£ March.

a small part of the total number 
of kit bags needed, the. workers 
feel that it is their personal 
responsibility to see that no serv- 
iceman leaves port without these 
useful and popular gifts. 


Four hundred and "twenty-five

New York state's legislature lend- 
ing a legal hand, basketball offi- 
cials and other interested sports- 
men throughout the nation today 
lenewed their efforts to stamp out 
widespread gambling on games 
which one source estimated ran 
as high as $10,000,000 weekly. 


While a Kings county grand 


jury returned yesterday conspir- 
acy indictment against two men 
charged with bribing five Brook- 
lyn college basketball players, the 
state legislature received two bills 
directly connected with gambling 
on sports contests. 


Assemblyman Malcolm Wilson 


introduced a bill to amend the 
penal law which would make ama- 
teur athletes liable to fines up to 
$1,000 and imprisonment for one 
to five years. The present law ap- 
plies only to professionals. 


May Amend Penal Code 


Also introduced in the legisla- 


ture was a bill amending the pe- 
nal code to make the offering of a 
bribe to an amateur athlete a fel- 
ony, instead of a misdemeanor. A 
person found guilty of a felony is 
subject to 10 to 20 years' impris- 
onment, whereas a misdemeanor is 
punishable by only one to two 
years. 


Accused in the Kings county 


grand jury indictment were Har_- 
vey Stemmer and Henry Rosen, 
confessed bookmakers, who were 
charged with conspiring to "de- 
fraud the public" by bribing five 
Brooklyn college players to throw 
a game against Akron University 
of Ohio.

Across Dusty Lanes 


New 
Life 
Flows 
Into 


Disease-Ridden Veins 


of Tortured PW's 


By RUSSELL BRINKS 


Sixth Ranger Battalion Camp, 


Luzon, Jan. 31— (Delayed)—(APJ 
—There is a long-, dusty, twist- 
ing lane near here which should 
become a. war monument, for to- 
day it bridged two worlds. 
It 


leads across the plain toward the 
death camp where 513 prisoners 
of .war were rescued by American 
Rangers and Filipino guerrillas. 


A convoy of • ambulances 
and 


trucks transported the rescued 
captives back to absolute safety 


- and freedom—except for two of 


the 513 who died enroute. 
No 


men ever received more sincere 
homage than these lean, ragged 
captives who had come back from 
death. 


For four miles they followed a 


lane outside the American lines, 
riding in vehicles and grass-lined 
Filinipo carts. Thousands of sol- 
diers from the reinvasion army 
formed an impromptu parade in 
their honor, flanking both sides 
of the return route. 


No men ever tried more valiant- 


ly to regain the pride which the 
•Japanese liad smashed and to con- 
trol their emotions as these cap- 
tives whose first gliinpse of the 
almost forgotten outside world 
came this evening. 


Hopelessness Behind 


Behind them was the 
awful 


hopelessness of Bataan and Cor- 
xegidor, and nearly three years of 
unbelievably brutal imprisonment. 
Finally, 'stunningly swift rescue 
and an all night forced march of 
25 miles, the last of several 
marches for them. The first meet- 
ing of these soldiers and the trim 
officers of the present campaign 
was a tense, brave effort to span 
the dead years. 


Several of the prisoner officers 


had jetained their tarnished badg- 


- es of rank, worn proudly on rag- 
*ged shirts and above shorts which 
had been" patched and repatched. 
Some wore old campaign hats, 
some-overseas caps with company 
insignia, and one had retained his 
old pre-war type helmet. 


There were old men with grey 


-hair, dazed, sunken eyes. Several 
were sprprisingly young looking 
men, still keen and freshly shaven. 
Some were back to almost normal 


-'-weight because the Japanese gar- 


rison left temporarily Jan. 5 and 
the prisoners broke into the plen- 
tiful stores which had been long 
denied them. There were also 
those who-limped from beri-beri, 
legs scored by tropical ulcers and 
other diseases, and, of course, 
there were those who looked up 
helplessly from litters. They tried 
proudly to be soldiers, carrying 
themselves as erect as possible. 
Many saluted" promptly and stay- 
ed at attention when talking to 
officers. 
One man who did this 


crept into a truck and sank ex- 
hausted a minute later. 


These men were so happy you 


could see new life flowing into 
them, yet most of them found it 
difficult and confusing to return 
to this world. Perpetually wearing 
.-a broad grin, some would start a 
conversation with "Hello. Yank, 
glad.to see you." And then there 
was nothing more they could say. 


They talked pleasantly when

Show Uncertainty 


All along the line as I rode, 
truck after truck passed, the oc- 
cupants showing some uncertain- 
ty, some hesitancyv They glanc- 
ed eagerly at the new weapons 
and helmets of soldiers who lined 
the road. They peered far ahead 
at the plain stretching intermin- 
ably—with no barbed wire, no 
guard to bar their free passage. 
Little by little 
they 
talk of 


food, chiefly, those captives xvho 
have collected 6,000 recipes dur- 
ing internment. 
Then they talk 


of -wives." children, sweethearts, 
and parents from whom the ma- 
jority have heard 
nothing 
for 


more than three years. 
Among the few possessions car- 
ried out in their quick departure 
were 25 ''.word 
messages 
from 
loved ones and a few pictures of 


wives, children 
and 
grandchil- 
dren. 
They talked in 
low-.• tones':/of 
Japanese brutality and the Death 
March of Bataan, of the final ter- 
rifying 
week of . bombing Vand 
bombardment which hit Corregi- 
dor. of men dying like files, of 
disease, of ten hours daily in pris- 
on camps under the hot sun in 
fields, or waist high in water of 
rice paddies under hard eyes, of 
frequent beatings and shootings. 
These exepriences lay heavily 


upon them. Details were painful 
to recall. Yet many 
of 
them 
foreswore the probability of re- 
turning home immediately to stay 
and "drop just a few Japs firs". 


Rescue .Surprise 
The prisoners had heard -the 
pre-invasion bombardment of Lu- 
zon and news of the' landing, but 
the rescue came as complete sur- 
prise. 
It erupted suddenly with the 
rattle o£. automatic weapons just 
as the ship's bell, which was the 
camp time piece, tolled 1900 (j 
p. m.) over the weary, tired mem 


Most of the prisoners headed 
for the ground or the floor, think- 
ing the gunfire meant the Japa- 
nese were 
liquidating- 
them—a 
fate many had 
long 
expected. 
Then they saw the Rangers. 


One said, "Take it easy fellows,
